The integrity of our 
institutions ana out society ax_s involved. I strongly urge you to give deeper und 
more responsive consideration to this raa tter than your comment reflects. If there is 
any way in which I can help you in this matter, you hove only to a 8 k me. I believe 
my Knowledge of the field is second to none. I believe I h ve spent more timet in it 
than any member oi the Commission or its staff and I know T have seen what the mem- 
bers of the Commission hsve not seen.
